Craw'ordsv’.lle, Ind., Feb. 16r-<*en- 
erai Lew Wallace, one of the most dia 
tinguished figures that Indiana pro­ 
duced during the civil war. and a 
man of letters whose fame as the 
author of “Ben Hur” Is world wide, 
died at his home in Crawfordsville 
last night at 9:10 o’clock . 
Death was 
not unex pected, as Geueral Wallace 
had been declining for some months, 
and for the past fortnight his physi­ 
cians and family had been compelled 
to relinquish hope of a rally. 
General Wallace's military record 
had given him a secure position in the 
history of the great struggle between 
the states, and^his literary renown had 
given him an equally commanding po­ 
sition in the world of letters, a re­ 
nown as wide as the earth, his * Ben 
Hur” having been translated into the 
language of every civilized nation. Of 
great merit also were his other widely 
k nown work s. "The Prince of India” 
and “The Fair God. 
besidec a con­ 
siderable volume of the less k nown 
work s of his prolific pen 
General Wallace was born in Brook - 
ville. Ind.. April 10. 1827. 
was 
practically a self-educated nflV 
He 
served in the Mex ican war. attaining 
the rank of second lieutenant; studied 
law in Indianapolis. 1845-6: was ad­ 
mitted to the bar and located at Craw­ 
fordsville in 1852; married Miss Susan 
Arnold Elston. 1852. 
He was appoint­ 
ed adjutant general of Indiana on the 
outbreak of the civil war. and rose to 
the rank of colonel. He was secretary 
of the court that tried the assassins 
of Lincoln: governor of New- Mex ico, 
1878-81; minister to Turk ey. 1881*85.
